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REMARKS 



In the Final Office Action, the Examiner has rejected claim 3 under 35 U.S.C. § 
1 12 and has specified that the specification and Fig. 5 disclose only one reference angle 6 
m. 

However, Fig. 5 attached as an appendix herewith clearly discloses the 
relationships between the pivoting angle speeds and the operation angles 8 including the 
reference angle B m and another reference angle & ml. 

That is, as shown in Fig. 5, the pivoting angle speed increases at a rate of RT3 
when the operation angle $ of the joystick (mechanism) is not greater than the reference 
angle & m, the pivoting angle speed of the camera constantly increases at the rate of RT3. 

When the operation angle 6 of the joystick mechanism is greater than the reference 
angle 6 m, the pivoting speed command signal changes the rate of the pivoting angle 
speed at a rate of RT4 which is greater than the rate RT3 (see Fig. 5). 

Moreover, Fig. 5 clearly shows that, while the operation angle B of the joystick 
continuously increases from the reference angle 8 m up to the operation angle 6 ml, the 
pivoting angle speed of the camera constantly increases at the rate of RT4. When the 
operation angle 6 of the joystick reaches the operation angle 3 ml, the pivoting angle 
speed of the camera reaches the maximum pivoting angle speed Smax. 

This operation angle 6 ml is the "another reference angle" in claim 3. 

Although "8 ml" is not specifically shown in Fig. 5, the figure clearly shows the 
existence of the operation angle 6 parameter along the x axis, wherein another reference 
angle (B ml) exists at which the pivoting angle speed reaches the maximum pivoting 
angle speed Smax. 

If the Examiner believes it is desirable, applicant can specifically mention the 
"another operation angle" (0 ml) and indicate it in the official Fig. 5. 

In view of the above, consideration and allowance are, therefore, respectfully 



solicited.
